SIEGE OF SINGAPORE 


“The siege of Singapore has begun,” 
says Reuter’s Batavia Correspondent. 
Naturally it is impossible to disclose 
the strength of the garrison, but it is 
substantial. A frontal attack across 
the narrow Straits of Johore—although 
these at some points are only about 
half-a-mile wide—would be a difficult 
undertaking. Even if the Japanese 
could establish complete domination in 
the air, paralysing the islands airfields, 
the attack could not be achieved with- 
out enormous casualties. Whether the 
Japanese will/attempt such an assault 
remains to be seen. It is thought pos- 
sible here that they may try to encircle 
the island and starve it out. 

‘‘Already that encirclement is well on 
the way to achievement. To the north 
the Japanese now straddle the main- 
land; to the east they have landed at 
the north-west tip of Borneo; to the 
west their control of Penang and the 
Malayan™coastline has rendered the 
Straits of .Malacca unusable by the 
allies. There remains open to Singapore 
only the supply routes across Northern 
Sumatra, and from the south through 
the Rhio Archipelago, south of 
Singapore. It is considered highly 
probable that the next Japanese move 
will be an attempt to close these 
remaining supply routes. Whichever 
course the Japanese adopt it is certain 
that Singapore is in for a bad time. 
Its civilian pulation of about half 
a million Malays, Chinese, Indians and 
Europeans—swollen by refugees from 
the mainland—is faced with an 
increased ordeal by air bombardment as 
soon as the Japanese have reconditioned 
the Johore airfields.

THE SIEGE OF 
SINGAPORE 


Editorially The Times remarks to- 
day : ith the withdrawal of the 
Imperial Forces across the Johore 
Causeway the whole of the rich 
peninsula of Malaya has been 
abandoned. The defence is now 
concentrated on the small island of 
Singapore, comparable in size to the 
Isle of Wight, but, unfortunately, 
nearer to the mainland. The British 
Empire has been obliged to abandon 
other territory ih the course of this 
war—some of it for a short time only, 
as in East Africa; some like the 
Channel Islands, not yet recoverable; 
but none of similar importance to its 
war effort. Although no Japanese 
soldier has set foot on Singapore 
island, the positive value of the Naval 
base, which lies on the northern side, 
has been lost, though it has for some 
time been apparent that it would be 
impossible for major Naval reinforce- 
ments to assemble there and that they 
must operate from other ports. 

What may be called the negative 
value of Singapore and the base still 
remains, and will remain so long as its 
use is denied to the Japanese. The 
Governor has announced the recent 
arrival of reinforcements, and the 
military garrison must be adequate in 
strength. In fact the feeding of the 
substantial garrison and the large 
population has now become a much 
more serious problem than that of 
numbers. The Air Arm, including 
fighter aircraft, can operate in support 
of the defence from outside bases, pro- 
vided they also can be maintained. The 
task, difficult everywhore, but likely to 
be particularly grim in Singapore itself, 
is to hold the island, and at the same - 
time cling to those positions in the 
Sunda Islands which are likely to afford 
the most suitable bases for fresh naval 
and air forces, or are already providing 
them for our Dutch and American 
Allies.

NORWAY’S NEW

NEW GERMAN 
DIVISIONS 


According to a telegram from 
Moscow yesterday, the German High 
Command has flung in at least 13 new 
divisions in a desperate attempt to 
stem the Red Army’s advance on the 
eastern front. They have been raced 
into the front line from the far “back 
areas” behind the battle-front. This 
introduction of new _ reserves, par- 
ticularly where the German positions 
have been badly breached, is one of 
the most interesting features of the 
present fighting. The German Com- 
mand has been forced to adopt this 
policy because, as Hed Star points out, 
the tempo of the Soviet advance in 
some sectors exceeds that of the Ger- 
mans during their late summer and 
autumn drive, These new divisions, 
however, are not of the same quality 
as those. used at the beginning of the 
Soviet-German war. More Austrians 
and other Central Europeans have been 
encountered by the advancing Soviet 
troops. 

“The 216th Division brought from 
France, where it was engaged in 
coastal defence, was thrown into the 
battle in the region of Sukhimichi, 
south-west of Moscow, at the beginning 
of January, Two of Ms regiments 
suffered very heavy losses. The 164th 
Division was brought from Greece and 
the 208th from Poland. — Both are 
officered almost entirely by Reservists. 
It is clear that Herr Hitler is making 
a deliberate sacrifice of part of his 
man-power in order to save some of 
his tanks, armoured cars, vehicles and 
guns for the spring. A number of his 
tank divisions have for some time past 
been operating as infantry formations. 
The 5th and 11th Panzer Divisions on 
the central front are examples of this 
transformation. Nevertheless, while 
Herr Hitler may have saved some of 
his tanks and other Panzer equipment 
by the expedient, great numbers of 
tanks and other equipment have been 
lost. Between December 6 and January 
5 Soviet troops captured 2,766 tanks, 
4,801 guns, 5,071 mortars, 335,640 motor 
cycles, as well as much other armament 
and equipment.’’—(Reuter.)

There were 
900,000 acres of land that had got a 
full dressing of farmyard manure last 
seagon for other crops, more than was 
required for the wheat crop aimed at, 
and there were, as well, millions of 
acres of old pasture which could grow 
bumper crops of wheat without any 
artificials. These reserves of fertility 
were for use in a lean , and 
that period had arrived. They could 
grow a crop or two of wheat on this 
old pasture land, and if it was after- 
wards treated in a proper rotation and 
laid down with a good mixture of seeds 
it would be as good grazing as ever 
and would improve when artificials 
were available to dress it again. 


SOW WHEAT NOW 


If every farmer did his duty in re- 
gard to wheat sowing, the crop need 
not be sown in one field more than 
once in 15 or 17 years. Winter 
varieties were surer and gave better 
yields, and all possible sowing should 
be done in the present month. There 
was a good stock of machinery for the 
farms in the country, and they had all 
the seed they required. The kerosene 
position had not worsened, and there 
was plenty of binder twine, 

There was no inducement to farmers 
to grow rye as a cash crop, since on 
most of the land a better wheat crop 
could be got than rye, and on the 
poorer land a better oat crop could be 
got than rye. It was grown by some 
farmers as a forage crop, but would 
harCly be popular generally. 

The potato crop for “ding was 
twice as valuable as grain crops, and 
where wheat could not be grown pota- 
toes nearly always could be increased. 
There was a danger of losing the ex- 

rt barley trade, and they needed an 
increase of 400,000 acres under this 
crop. 

More could be done by proper care 
of existing fruit trees than by putting 
in new ones, said the Minister, for 
these took some time to come to fruit. 
By regular spraying, pruning and cul- 
tivation a much bigger crop of fruit 
could be got, and fruit growers were 
| assured of a good return for their 
labour. 


OLD NIBS AS PART 
PAYMENT 


Fountain-pen manufacturers have 
made :: new rule by which the issue of 
new gold nibs is conditional upon the 
return of the old nib. Formerly old 
nibs were sent by the retailer to an 
he after a regular allowance, set 
by the manufacturers, had been 
credited to the purchaser of the new 
nib.

Manu- 
facture of pencil mechanisms has in 
some cases completely stopped, 
although lead refills are plentiful. A 
Dublin retailer stated yesterday that 
there was a great demand for both 
pens and pencils among cross-Channel 
and . North of Ireland visitors. 
Accounting for this is the 331-3 per 
cent. purchase tax levied in Great 
Britain and the fact that stocks there 
are even lower than in this country. 


CORK SHOW SOCIETY’S 
WORK 


Presiding at the annual meeting on 
Saturday of the Munster Agricultural 
Society at Cork, Mr. N. Hayes, review- 
ing the society’s work in 1941, said 
that the Spring Show had yielded a 
profit of $002, as against £274 the 
previous year. Expenditure on general 
account for 1941 was £1,894, as against 
£2,499 for 1940, considerable economies 
having been effected and no outlay 
being made on improvements in the 
grounds for the year. Subscriptions 
were £172 lower at £432. He hoped 
that all who stood by the society in 
this difficult time would continue their 
support. The major portion. of the 
society's revenue was derived annually 
from the summer show and none had 
been possible in 1941.

Singapore 

The battle for Singapore is 
approaching its final  — stage. 
Japanese troops are in full control 
of the Malayan Peninsula, down 

* 

which they have advanced, over 
difficult country and against deter- 
mined opposition, at the rate of 
1,000 miles in 55 days, and only a 
mile of salt water divides them from 
the island oh which Singapore 
stands, They hardly can expect 
that it will be an easy, mile to cross. 
The causeway which, until a few 
days ago, linked the island with the 
mainland has been broken, and 
every attempt to land troops by sea 
or air will be met with all 
the force of Singapore’s artillery, 
air forces and ground strength. Yet, 
despondency is growing, both in 
Great Britain and in Australia. 
Newspaper writers and newspaper 
readers who only a few months ago 
believed in the impregnability of 
Singapore as a first article of their 
imperial creed, have had their faith 
severely shaken by the events of 
recent weeks. They still entertain 
the hope that the great port can be 
held, but it is merely a hope; it has 


about “ heavy and painful losses ”' 
which would be inflicted upon the 
allied nations in the Far East so 
long as Japan should retain 
superiority upon,» the sea, and, 
rightly or wrongly, the view has 
been taken that he reckons the loss 
of Singapore as chief among those 
heavy and painful , The 
belief in Singapore’s invulner- 
ability was based upon two 
assumptions.

through the tangled jungle of the 
Malayan peninsula and assailing the 
island from the rear, with the result 
that Singapore’s defences, for the 
most part, look seaward. Nobody 
can forecast precisely what form the 
inevitable assault will take. We 
are at liberty to guess that parachu- 
tists will play a part in it, that 
bombing 
frequency and intensity, that land- 
ings will be attempted in all and

raids will increase in 


every type of vessel at a dozen 
points, and that the elusive 
Japanese will appear in time to keep 
the seaward defences fully occupied. 
As matters stand, its success would 


| appear to be certain; in fact, évery- 


thing depends on the speed with 
which Great Britain and the United 
States can rush reinforcements of 


the right sort, and in the necessary 


quantity, to the strongly beleaguered 
city. 

To judge by the complaints which 
have arisen both from the House of 
Commons and from the Government 
of Australia, the main deficiency of 
Singapore’s defenders has been in 
fighting and bombing aircraft. Can 
the deficiency be made good, and, 
even so, can it be made good in time 
to do anything more than defer the 
island’s fate? There has been talk 
of reinforcements to the island 
during the last week or so, but 


extent or type of these acquisitions. 
The Allies are on the horns of a 
dilemma. Their resources, not 
merely in trained men, but in any 
type of war material, are not yet so 
great that they can afford to assign 
them to any particular theatre of 
war without the most anxious 
thought. Great Britain is com- 
mitted to give Russia any material 
help in her power; she is fighting a 
life and death battle for Singapore 
and her hold upon the Far East; 
she is faced in Libya by a daring 
general who has been reinforced to 
such -an extent that, as Mr. 
Churchill admitted last week, he 
actually disposes of stronger re- 
sources than those of his enemy. 
Which of these: commitments 
matters most? If she consents to 
weaken—or declines to strengthen— 
the Libyan army in order to rush 
material and men to the Far Fast, 
she faces the risk that Ffeld- 
Marshal Rommel may be enabled to 
convert his counter-attack into 
a full-scale offensive, recovering 
thereby all the ground that he 
has lost and, possibly, more. That 
danger is too great to be contem- 
plated by Great Britain. The one 
thing that she cannot afford is to 
lose her hold upan the Mediterranean 
in the hope—a vague hope at the 


prolong Singapore’s resistance to any 
useful degree. Japanese submarines, 
as our Military Correspondent 
pointed out last week, are operating 
in the crowded Indian Ocean: with 
assistance in the form of supply 
ships, there is no reason why they 
should not make the long route 
around the Cape of Good Hope— 
Britain’s alternative to the Medi- 
terranean — thoroughly uncomfort- 
able; and in these circumstances 
Britain’s hold upon the Mediter- 
ranean is vital. On the other hand, 
the fall of Singapore means the end 
of Anglo-American sea-power in the 
Western Pacific for an indefinite 
period; and both Australia and 


India will find themselves in deadly 
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the coast of the Sea of Azov, 
Marshal Timoshenko’s headquarters 
claim that Russian troops have 
reached Berestrovaya, some twenty- 
five miles to the west of Mariupol, 
and to have captured points 
a hundred miles beyond Tagan- 
rog. If these claims be correct, 
and the Russians manage to 
reach the coast, there would seem 
to be little hope for the Germans, 
who, in that event, would be 
surrounded completely; but Herr 
Hitler’s generals are masters in the 
art of defensive strategy, and it is 
far too soon yet to speak of the 
defeat of those army groups that 
formerly were under the command 
of Marshal von Rundstedt,. Marshal 
Timoshenko, however, ‘is not confin- 
ing his attacks to any particular 
sector of the front. He is reported 
to be pressing forward vigorously 
below Kharkov, which, apparently, 
he is attempting to “ by-pass,’’ if’ 
he has not ‘‘ by-passed ”' it already, 
and his troops are said to have 
reached a point only thirty-seven 
miles from the great industrial 
centre of Dniepropetrovsk, where 
the enormous dam was destroyed 
by the Russians during their 
retreat last autumn. Further north 
also a Russian offensive is in 
progress between Leningrad and 
Smolensk. In this area heavy fight- 
ing is taking place in the neighbour- 
hood of an unspecified ‘‘ centre”’ 
of strategic importance, which is 
believed to be Rzhev; and the 
Germans are making great efforts to 
stem the Russian ad*ance. Accord- 
ing to reports from Moscow, at least 
thirteen new German divisions have 
been thrown into the line in this 
region. One has been brought from 
France, where hitherto it has been 
engaged on coastal work ; another has 
come from Poland, and a third from 
Greece. It is asserted that all these 
divisions are officered by unseasoned 
reservists, | 

As Mr. P. J. McGilligan remarked 
at a dinner in Dublin on Saturday 
night, truth is the first casualty in 
every war. Claim and counter-claim 
in Russia are so contradictory that 
even the most highly experienced 
military expert must be at a loss, 
particularly since both sides are 
sparing in their use of place-names ; 
but there can be very little doubt 
that the Russians are retaining the 
initiative that they snatched from 
the Germans when Herr Hitler 
decided to straighten his Jine at the 
beginning of the severe winter, and 
that it no longer is possible to speak 
of a purely ‘‘ voluntary withdrawal.”’ 
The Russians claim to have broken 
through the German lines at various 
points, particularly in the south, 
~wwhere Marshal Timoshenko’s counter- 
offensive seems to have taken the 
Germans by surprise. The Germans, 
while admitting the ferocity of the 
Russian thrusts, declare that they 
have been checked by equally fierce 
counter-attacks. Only events will 
establish the truth. In any case, one 
thing is certain. The losses on both 
sides must be stupendous. The 
Russians declare that between De- 
cember 6th and January 5th they 
captured no fewer than 2,766 German 
tanks, in addition to huge quantities 
of other booty. Every inch of the 
ground that has been yielded by the 
invaders has been contested with 
stubborn determination, and it would 
be impossible to estimate the number 
of lives that has been lost. So far 
as man-power is concerned, Germany 
and Russia alike have formidable 
reserves for employment in the 
spring; to what extent their 
mechanical reserves will be adequate 
to the demands of a general offensive 
on either side remains to be seen. 
Even Herr Hitler admits now that 
the war may not be over before the 
end of the present year. Manifestly, 
both sides in Russia will try to force 
a decision during the next eight or 
nine months, Unless such a decision 
is achieved, a military stalemate will 
become almost inevitable.

During last week’s debates in the 
House of Commons Mr. Churchill 
was attacked on a number of widely 
different scores, but the most curious 
criticism to be levelled at his head 
was a mild protest to the effect that 
he chose to work at most unreason- 
able hours, and that, by doing s0, 
he forced others to do the same. Mr. 
Churchill, as most people are aware, 
works, for the most part, at night, 
rising late and working until a late 
hour. The complaint is wunder- 
standabie, but a trifle unjust. Most 
people have their definite “ peak ”’ 
periods, when they are capable of 
i doing more work than at any other 
time; with some people the ‘‘ peak ”’ 
period occurs in the early morning; 
with others late at night, and with 
not a few valuable members of 
society between the hours of 10 
o'clock a.m. and 5 o'clock p.m. In 
isome cases people cannot, from the 
nature of their work, exercise the 
“peak ” period to its fullest extent ; 
actors and actresses, for example, 
however inspired they might be at 11 
o’clock a.m., could ‘no more work | 
during the morning than shop 
assistants could work at 11 o’clock 
at night; but there is nothing to

‘“ BLACK MARKET 
IN BABIES”’ 
DUBLIN PREACHER AND 
PROSELYTISM 


Many Protestants deplored and were 
humiliated by what might well be called 
the black market in babies practised 
by the proselytisers, said the Very 
Rev. Fergal McGrath, 8.J., preaching 
yesterday in St. Francis Xavier’s 
Church, Dublin, in aid of the Sacred 
Heart Home, Drumcondra. 

Father McGrath said that there were 
about 150 children in the home, and as 
many more under the care of the com- 
mittee with foster parents or in 
other orphanages, Their maintenance 
amounted to about £5,000, and the 
committee were faced with a consider- 
able overdraft. Every child in the 
home or under the care of the com- 
mittee had been in danger of being 
deprived of its faith. On bis return to 
the city after some years he had re- 
ceived proofs that shocked him that 
proselytising was still being carried on, 
and “to a large extent. The prosely- 
tising which was condemned was the 
act of those who induced a parent to 
surrender, or who co-operated with a 
parent in surrendering, a child to_be 
brought up in a faith which the parent 
believed .to be false. Such an act was 
always sinful. It would be as sinful 
for a Catholic to proselytise in that 
sense as for a Protestant to do so. 

Catholics did not apply the term 
*‘proselytiser’’ indiscriminately to 
that Protestant fellow-countryman with 
whom they sincerely desired to live on 
terms of tolerance and charity. Nor 
was there any desire on the part of 
Catholics to deprecate rescue work by 
Protestant institutions for their own 
co-religionists. That could merit 
nothing but praise. The name “‘prose- 
lytiser’’ was reserved for those who 
deserved it, and the name would cease 
to be used witenever the thing itself 
ceased to exist.

MISSION WORK IN CHINA 


The Rev. Geoffrey Allen was the 

special preacher in Christ Church 
athedral at the 11 o’clock and 3.30 
rvices yesterday. 

At the afternoon Service he spoke on 
‘The Church in China,” using the 
text: “‘ These are they which came out 
of great tribulation.’’. He said that 
the Chinese Christians had shown 
heroic qualities of leadership. Chinese 
clergy and doctors had stayed to face 
the invading armies in order to minis- 
ter to the destitute. The migration had 
led to a great religious and educational 
awakening in the interior. It was an 
impressive sign of the vitality and en- 
durance of the Chinese that, before the 
war there were 108 universities; and, 
though nearly 100 of these had been 
driven from their sites by invasion, 
there were now 113 _ universities 
functioning in the inferior. The Govern- 
ment gave facilities for Christian teach- 
ing in State schools, in tnition of 
te work oí the Church “a the war.

Singapore 


When Singapore was founded by 
Sir Stamford Raffles the population 
amounted to thirty Chinese and one 
hundred and twenty Malayans, 
dwelling in miserable huts close to 
where the great rt now stands. 
By 1821 the population had grown 
to 4,727; in 1860 there were 81,734 
Europeans, Eurasians, Chinese, 
Malayans, and Tndians; to-day the 
population is well over half a 
million, mainly Chinese, not count- 
ing the thousands of refugees. No 
less than 54 different languages are 
recorded as being spoken, and forty- 
eight different races — counting 
Chinese and Indian 4s only one 
each—are represented. In the

into Europe. In collaboration wit 
Mr. H. J. Elwes, he was the author 
of “The Trees of Great Britain 
and Ireland,” and his collection of 
conifers and broad-leaved trees at the 
Botanical Gardens in Glasnevi: 
totals nine thousand specimens.

The az 
agar, used extensively in bact 
logical work, formerly came 
Japan and Singapore, but is 
produced in fair quantities in 
Australia, also noted as the home of 
the eucalyptus tree.

Professor 
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Singapore Chit! 


Amid the many reports of the 
troubles of Singapore, it is quite 
likely that one little change has 
passed unnoticed. It was the pre- 
vailing custom for offiters stationed 
at Singapore to present chits as 
payment for drinks in clubs and 
hotels. These in due course were 
turned into cash. 

When the _ situation became 
critical it was decided that officers 
would be served on a cash basis 
only, and the long-established chit 
credit system went by the board. 

Evidently, conservative methods 
of finance have been judged best for 
Singapore in these critical times, 
just as in Dublin many shops have 
hung up the notice, “ No Credit.”’ 
This would not be a subject for 
comment were it not for the curious 
fact that many of the credit re- 
formers from Major Douglas down- 
ward are old Arnwy officers. 

They may have been used to draw- 
ing on the military stores by means 
of orders or even buying their 
drinks with chits. But that the 
system should collapse in a time 
of crisis is hardly an argument for 
its extension to the larger world. 


Parnell and Edinburgh 


An acute controversy in the 
Scottish capital is recalled by the 
presentation to the National 
Museum in Dublin of the casket 
received by Parnell when he re- 
ceived the Freedom of Edinburgh in 
1889. 

Parnell had not then been vindi- 
cated by the Parnell Commission, 
whose report was not issued until 
the following year, and the proposal 
by the City Council of Edinburgh 
to confer the Freedom met with 
strong opposition. 

There was much controversy, 
both in the Council Chamber and 
in the city generally. Usually on 
such occasions a Council registers a 
unanimous vote, but the voting on 
Parnell’s Freedom was challenged 
three times, being finally carried by 
a majority of 22 out of a total voting 
strength of 41. 

The dissentients, however, were 
still digsatisfied, and a plebiscite of 


the inhabitants was arranged. This 


aroused much interest, and in all 
over 21,000 replies were received. 
Of these it transpired that only 
3,201 favoured the proposal and 
17,813 were against. 


Roosevelt's Secret Envoy 


Mr. ‘‘ Matty”’ Butler, most pains- 
taking of local historians and 
genealogists in this country, has 
stated in the Waterford News that 
General Patrick J. Hurley, sent by 
the head of the United States 
Government on a secret war mission, 
is son of Pierse Hurley, farmer, 
Barristown, Kill St. Nicholas, Co.

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DEATHS IN RAIDS ON 
EAST ANGLIA 


A Northern Ireland official com: 
muniqué on Saturday stated :— 

“It is now definitely established that 
contact was made by our fighters with 
‘enemy aircraft engaged on recon- 
naissance over Northern Ireland yester- 
day morning. Bullets were seen to 
enter the rear turret of the bomber, and 
almost at the same time return fire 
ceased. 


“The chase continued, but the enemy 


aircraft managed to evade our fighters 
in thick cloud cover. 

‘‘It is presumed that the machine 
was not sufficiently damaged to prevent 
it from reaching its base.” 

An Eest Anglian woman and her two 
children were killed when bombs from 
a high flying raider yesterday morning 
shattered the converted railway carriage 
in which they were living on an allot- 
ment. 

Points in South-East Scotland, South- 
East England, and on the East Anglian 
coast were visited by single ‘planes dur- 
ing Saturday night. In Scotland one 
ears was injured. Some cattle were 

illed on the east coast. 

A raiding fighter-bomber, which flew 
at, roof-top level over an east coast 
village late on Saturday night, dropped 
bombs on farm premises. One bomb hit 
a house where Mr. and Mrs. Duffield 
and their haby were sleeping down- 
stairs. The only injury was a slight 
cut on the baby’s face.—(Press 
Association. ) 

‘Aircraft of the Bomber Command 
attacked the docks at Brest, Saint 
Nazaire and Le Havre on Saturda 
night. Four of our aircraft are missing,” 
sald a British communiqué yesterday. 

A raider last night dropped a single 
bomb in South-West England, but no 
casualties or damage were reported. 
Up to a late hour there were no other 
reports of raids. 

'“A Hudson aircraft scored two hits 
on the largest ship in an enemy convoy 
of eight vessels off the Dutch Friesian 
Islands on Saturday morning. Dense 
smoke was seen amidships,” stated a 
British Air Ministry communiqué. 
“ One Coastal Command aircraft,’’ it 
added, ‘‘ was missing from patrol.’’ 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


Yesterday’s German High Command 
communiqué said :— 

“In daylight attacks in the waters 
around England, on convoys and ships 


navigating singly, five fairly large 
freighters were damaged by the 
Juftwaffe by bombing. Two. of 
these ships may be regarded as lost. 


“Other bombing aircraft, in low- 
flying attacks, set on fire supply 
dépots in a harbour on the east coast 
of Scotland, and last night bombs were 
dropped on military installations in 
south and south-east England.”’ 


FOREIGN CONTROL OF 
INDUSTRY 


The National Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Association will 
present its annual report to the 37th 
annual general meeting on *‘onday 
next. 

A proposal for the export of Kerry 
cattle to the Middle-East, the report 
says, will be the subject of a conference 
with the Department of Agriculture. 

The Economic Council of the Associa- 
tion is considering a resolution stating 
that the policy of the Government in 
allowing foreigners to take control of 
Irish industries, and to invest large 
sums in house property, ground rents 
and lands in the twenty-six counties is 
*‘contrary to the spirit of the Irish 
industrial, economic and social revival 
outlined by Pearse, Griffith and other 
national leaders, and was, consequently, 
a serious set-back to national develop- 
ment,” The resolution requested the 
Government to introduce early legisla- 
tion to correct the ‘‘menacing situa- 
tion.”

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PETROL FOR DOCTORS 


The names of 102 rural doctors who, 
in the opinion of the Medical Associa- 
tion of Eire, are most in need of 

etrol, have been submitted to the 
Depattinent of Supplies. 

The names have been given in reply 
to a letter from the Department of 
Supplies, which announced Mr. 
Lemass’s decision to grant an extra 
basic allowance to the 100 dispensary 
doctors in greatest need. 

The Association states that it was. 
found impossible to reduce the num- 
ber below 102, and adds that there 
are more than 200 other doctors who 
have unquestionably strong claims, and 
at least another 50 rural doctors with 
claims equal to those named. 

Recalling the continued pressure 
brought by the Association on the 
Department about doctors’ petrol 
rations, the Association points out that 
it regards the concession as ‘‘ entirely 
inadequate ;’”’ but, as “anything is 
better than nothing,” it has submitted 
under protest to the decision of the 
Department.

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OBITUARY 
SIR ALFRED GRAHAM 


DOBBIN 


We regret to announce the death of 
Sir Alfred Graham Dobbin, former 
Deputy Lieutenant for Cork City, which 
“occurred - yesterday in his eighty-ninth 
year, Sir Alfred, who had been in 
failing health for some time, was one of 
the few remaining outstanding figures 


of the older generation in Cork. A son 
of Mr. Leonard Dobbin, of Belfast, late 
of Cork, his business capacity, which 
became 
enabled 


@pparent at an early age, 
him to play a considerable 
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part in Cork’s commercial life. One of 
the firms of which he was a director 
was Messrs. “Dobbin, Ogilvie and Co., 
Ltd., which did a flourishing business 
for many years before going into volun- 
tary liquidation. He was also chair- 
man and managing director of the Im- 
perial Hotel, Cork, and a trustee of 
Cork Savings Bank. 

Sir Alfred was appointed High 
Sheriff of Cork in 1900. in which year 
he was knighted by Queen Victoria, 
and soon afterwards he was appointed 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Cork City. He 
was a man of modest bearing, who did 
much good, but always in a modest 
way. The welfare of the Church of 
Ireland was ever his deepest concern. 
He took an active interest in the Parish 
of St. Luke’s, Cork, and was also for 
several years President of the Cork 
Branch of the Church of Ireland Young 
Mens Association. 

During the troubled period in Ireland 
of twenty years ago Sir Alfred 
Dobbin’s beautiful home at Frankfort, 
Montenotte, Cork, was completely 
burnt out. On one occasion Sir Alfred 
himself was fired upon, and only the 
fortunate chance that the bullet was 
deflected by a button on his clothing 
saved him. —Both Sir Alfred and his 
second wife—the present Lady Kate 
Dobbin—took a keen interest in art. 
Lady Dobbin is a well-known exhibitor 
at exhibitions of paintings and photo- 
graphy. She is the second daughter of 
the late Mr. William Wise, solicitor, 
of Bristol. Sir Alfred’s first wife, Miss 
Margaret Reid Ogilvie, died in 1883, 
seven years after their marriage.

retired from the Ministry of Kilkenny 
Presbyterian Church in December, 
1935, has died suddenly at his resi- 
dence, Innisfree, Balfour avenue, 
Whitehead, County Antrim, where he 
had lived for the past five years. He 
had been minister of Drummins Pres- 
byterian Church, Armagh, for thirty- 
one years. For his distinguished ser- 
vice to literature he was elected a 
member of the Dublin Literary 
Society, and he had been awarded a 
theological and philosophical degree 
from American universities. 


MH. T. 8S. MCCANN, K.C. 
Mr. Thomas S. McCann, K.C., who 


died in a Dublin nursing home yester- 
day, at the age of seventy-four, was a 
son of the late Mr. T. 8. McCann, of 
Dublin. Educated at Beaumont, he 
took his degree at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and was called to the Bar in 
1892, taking silk in 1908. He was 
made a Bencher of the King’s Inns in 
1924, and had been in practice as a 
Senior K.C. in Eire for some years. 
He was a Senior Counsel to the 
Revenue Commissioners. Mr. McCann 
was actively interested in Catholic 
charitable work, and -was President of 
the Barristers’ Conference of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society. '

EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT 
EXPECTED 


Mr. Churchill will make an announce- 
ment scon about the promised Minister 
of Production, says the Press Associa- 
tion Lobby Correspondent. It is ex- 
pected that Lord Beaverbrook will 
take this office. Perhaps the only other 
man who would have the necessary 
drive would be Mr. Ernest Bevin, but 
it is extremely doubtful whether anyone 


could replace him adequately as 
Minister of Labour. 
Difficulties have arisen over the 


taking by Sir Stafford Cripps of. the 
Ministry of Supply. Sir Stafford was, 
I understand, considering: this offer 
for several days and has raised certain 
oints with Mr. Churchill. These may 

e met, but, on the other hand, a good 
many of Sir Stafford’s friends would 
prefer to see him in an independent 
and critical réle in the Commons, and 
there is no doubt such a position has 
its attractions for him. 

It is expected that the appointments 
will have been made before the next 
meeting of the House. 

Some M.P.s anticpiate that Mr. 
Churchill, responding to criticisms in 
the war debate that he was doing too 
muzh, may hand over his second office 
—that of Minister of Defence—to 
somebody else. If he dogs, that will 
mean a wider reshuffle of Ministers 
than was at first expected. There 1s 
also an impression in some quarters 
that a leading Labour, leader will go 
to India with a view to finding a way 
out of the deadlock there.

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ALBATROSS SAVES 
SAILORS’ LIVES 


FOURTEEN DAYS ADRIFT 


A shipwrecked crew, at the mercy of 
the seas for thirteen days and fourteen 
nights, killed an albatross to slake 
their thirst with its blood. 

“ We had only a meagre supply of 
water,” said Ship’s Officer Allen 
Robson (26), of Sidecliff road, Roker, 
Sunderland, on Saturday, “ and that 
gave out on the twelfth day. An 
albatross started to follow us on about 
the tenth day. We fed it with biscuits, 
and when it settled on the water a 
second officer, from South Shields, 
dived overboard and flung himself on 
the giant bird. He held it while the 
Captain, a Monkseaton man, killed it 
with an axe. After drinking some of 
its blood the crew trailed it in the sea 
to keep it moist, but a shark got it. 

** Later we recovered some barnacles, 
which were on a piece of seaweed. 
Some of the men said they eontained 
fresh water. We broke them open and 
sucked them, and kidded ourselves the 
water was fresh. Í do not know 
whether it actually was or not. By 
the fourteenth night—36 hours without 
water—our plight was desperate. I 
knew some of the men would not see 
daylight again unless something turned 
up, and I recited the Lord’s Prayer, 
those who could joining in. Then I 
made up a | á of my own Íor 
deliverance. About 3 a.m. I sighted a 
ship five miles away. We sent up three 
flares without response. Clambering 
on a seat, and steadied by the few 
with strength left, I signalled in Morse 
with my torch: ‘ We are survivors of 
a British ship; no water.’ That did 
the trick.”’ 

The men—in two boats—were still 
620 miles from land; when they were 
picked up only two out of the forty-six 
were lost.
